Subject: Wage Change—Journeymen in Composing Division and Engineering 
Service, and Electrotypers 


1. Purpose. This Notice promulgates a wage change for all journeymen in 
the Composing Division and Engineering Service (Carpenters, Electricians, 
Painters, Pipefitters, Machinists, and Stationary Engineers), and 
Electrotypers. : 


-2. New Hourly Rate. As a result of a wage conference conducted under 
the authority of 44 U.S.C. 305, the hourly pay rate of $10.25; 15 percent 
differential for night work; work in excess of 8 hours per day or in 
excess of 40 hours per week shall be compensated for at one and one-half 
times the regular hourly rate for all hours worked; and for holidays, in 
addition to gratuity pay, one and one-half times the regular hourly rate 
for all hours worked, were’ approved by the Joint Committee on Printing 
effective June 18, 1976. 


3. Premium Positions. Under authority of 44 U.S.C. 305, the Public 
Printer has directed that effective June 18, 1976, appropriate premium 
keyworker positions in the Composing Division and Engineering Service, 
provided for in Section 4, Table 8, pages 7 and 8 of GPO. Instruction 
640.6, shall continue to receive the same percentage differential as at 
present. 


4, Adjustments. It is further directed that all hourly wage rates 
shall be adjusted to the nearest cent, counting one-half cent and over 


as a whole cent. 


5. Cancellation. This Notice is canceled for record purposes June 17, 
1977. 
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
